TURK NOTE 
HITS STAND 
OF ALLIES 


CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 8.— 
The reply of the Turkish govern- 
ment to the invitation of the Allies 
for Turkey to attend the sessions 
of the Near East Peace Conference 
to be resumed soon at Lausanne, 
reached Constantinople today from 
Angora and will be immediately 
conveyed to the representatives 
of the Allies here. 

The note declared the Turkish 
counter-proposals contain no cub- 
stantial modifications of the terri- 
terial and other clauses of thé 
draft treaty which the powers 
cannot equitably accept. It sug- 
gests certain reservations on econ- 
omic and financial qnestions on 
the capitulationg clauses of the 
treaty. 

With regard t@ the economic 
Clauses of the draft treaty, the 
note ex fear that the ac- 
tion of the Allies in going back on 
their previous acceptance 6f «a 
postpomement of  discuasion 
matters which are legitimate sub- 
jects for international discussion, 
may make difficulties and delay 
the signing of a treaty. 

Generally, however, the note is 
couched in a friendly spirit, and 
reciprecates the desire of the 
Allied powers for the success of 
the Lausanne confefence.

“The surtax rates, even under 
the Revenue Act of 1921, rose as 
high as 50 per cent, giving a com- 
bined maximum normal and sur- 
tax of 58 per cent and as the Treas- 
ury has frequentiy pointed out in 
the past, these excessive rates put 
| such heavy pressure on the larger 

taxpayers to reduce income subject 
to surtaxes that imevitably they 
seek every permissible means of 
| avoiding the realization of taxable 
return. The high rates sound pro- 
ductive, but the fact remains that 
year by year they are becoming in- 
creasingly ineffective and are ac- 
tually operating to reduce rather 
than Increase the revenues. I - 
cordingly recommended to the last 
Congress that the eurtaxes be re- 
duced to a maximum of 25 per 
cent, making a combined maxi- 
mum notmal and surtaa of 33 per 
cent, and that at the same time 
various avenues of escape from the 
surtaxes be closed #0 far as pos- 
sible under the law. 

“The Congress has already acted 
to close some of the gaps, but for 
the most part the evi] still re- 
mains, and the only effective way 
to reach it is to reduce the surtax 
rates themselves to a more reason- 
able level, in order to reduce the 
pressure for avoidance of taxable 
income and keep the surtaxes from 
becoming completely unproduc- 
tive. I have previously stated, and 
am confirmed in this conclusion 
by the results of the March pay- 
ments, that the surtax rates, if re- 
adjusted to the maximum of 25
